STATEMENTS OP RAIT/WAI' OPERATIONS are often misunderstood and frequently 
misquoted' on the public platform and in published article?. The following Information 
is given to assist ia securing a. clearer understanding of the terms employed In stating 
the results of railway operations:

RAILWAY OPERATING REVE.VUE: This consists of all revenue received by the rail- 
way tor transportation services, including freight, passenger, mail, expreBB and other 
allied services.- This also includes revenue arising- from storage, demurrage and 'other 
activities incident to the performance of transportation, in fact, all \evcnuc'growing 
out of the transportation activities of a railway.

The President and the Governors 


-^Vhile the conference of the governors of the 


states accepting the invitation of the president 
to'meet in Washington, lasted but a short,time- 
about four Hours—it was one of the most signifi- 
cant in the history of the nation. For from the 
lips o£ the president came an appeal -which must 
be effective. It was first oC all a great recognition 
on the part of tho federal government that this 
nation'is a union of states and under the constitu- 
tion slates hava reserved rights and 'positions 
great and powerful. In his address to the state 
executives, the president in his first public ex- 
pression, was unequivocal and. explicit, 
occasion to pay his respects to those who question 
the ISth amendment and the laws giving it force 
n.= tho voice of. the people, and told them that 
••enforcement of the law and obedience to the 
law, by the"very nature of our institutions, arc 
not matters o£ choice in this republic." 


Upon those who have opposed the ISth amend- 


ment, because they did not believe in it and who 
occupy executive'posltjons, the stigma oE the pres- 
ident's' statement must rest. In "the executives 
a're required'to enforce the law," the president 
made it plain what the relations were between 
the United. Slates and tlio prohibition law for by 
the very statute of enforcement the state is made 
a party to that enforcement. District attorneys and 
other prosecuting officers are given, under and by 
the name of the United s£ates, the right to ask In- 
junctions. 
This is tho most powerful _ weapon 


that can be invoked and the one found to be 
most potent in stopping illegal traffic in liquors. 
"Xb provision of tlie ISth amendment or the na- 


.' tional prohibition act contemplates any surrender 


of otate responsibility." :satd the president. That it 
is both for tJ-.e state and for the individual is 
emphasized. "They are binding on every Inhab- 
itant." and "trade,in intoxicating liquors for bev- 
'erase purposes is especially denounced," by the 
law. 
Therefore as the president looks at the 


nuestion. the individual, whether he he purchaser 
or a'trader v In Intoxicants for the purpo3fl of. 
making money, is an offender ago,inst the law.

Secretary Hoover told the representatives of 


the eastern states who attended the conference 
that the time is ripe for water power develop- 
ment on a scale which will revolutionize indus- 
try. He showed how mechanical genius has ad- 
vanced electrical science to a point where things 
now are feasible which were undreamed of but 
a' few years ago. 


"To secure the rapid adoption of theao de- 


mpnstrably possible results—the greater utiliza- 
tion of water power," said Mr. Hoover to the 
.conference, "is of profound public importance. 
Every time we cheapen power and cetralize its 
production, we create new uses and we add se- 
curity to production; we also increase produc- 
tion; we.eliminate wnste; we decrease the 'physl- 
ca.; burden upon men. In sum. we increase the 
standards oE living and comfort for alii o£ our 
people." 


Elaborating the plans, Mr. Hoover showed how 


the greater utilization of water power .would go 
far toward emancipating the nation 1'rom the 
grip of strikes. The recent coal strikes "liave not 
only threatened the cotnCort of the public hut

The governors do not like to admit 
that tho difficulties are purely local 
and that they cannot always be 'sure 
of a grand jury that \& "dry" or of n 
prosecuting attorney who. is in sym- 
pathy with--the prohibition statutes. 
So the governors are somewhat in- 
clined to feel that tho federal govern- 
ment should help by more effective

Unquestionably, the federal govern- 
ment has not obtained all tho results 
it has desired with reference to the 
patrol of the largo coa'st lines of the. 


United States, nor has it. been as 
effective as tile prohibitionists would 
like to see it become in respect of tho 
northern boundary at Canada or the 
southern boundary at Mexico. 


The state executives naturally take 
the .position that if the federal gov- 
ernment stopped importations and 
interstate 
commerce in liquor the 


problem of the individual states.would 
bo easier to solve. 
The federal au- 


thorities, however, take the view that 
tho important thing is to. catch the 
local "bootlegger", and make . an ex- 
ample of him by severe <p'unish)ncnt. 
Some states have been too rnuch in- 
clined to let the federal'courts handle 
prosecutions, with the result that tho 
dockets of the federal .courts which 
have other important, cases to try are 
congested and almost helpless to cope' 
with the. increasing number of viola- 
tions.'

the state courts would 
tackle the .prosecutions there would 
bo relie'f for tho •-• federal .judiciary 
which is always busy with vital mat- 
tors'relating to other-laws; Butjstate 
courts are' influenced by.politics to 
some extent'and local district attor- 
neys are elective officers while fed- 
oral attorneys are appointed by the 
president, Local politics lias much to 
do with the vigor or lack of vigor of 
local1 officials.

therefore not- a formula for practical 
co-operation but an effort to build a 
sentiment for law enforcement. "With- 
out the will to enforce on the part of 
local officials' there will not be any 
efCectlve enforcement no matter what 
advice is given by tho federal govern- 
ment to the states or vice versa.
